Pennsylvania automobile operators 
who fall to file accident report* with 
the bureau of motor vehicles as re­ 
quired by the vehicle code will be 
penalized to the full extent of the 
law, Benjam in G, Eynon, commis­ 
sioner of m otor vehicles, said today. 
"A growing neglect on the part of 
operators to report accidents is be­ 
coming 
increasingly 
apparent," 
Commissioner Eynon said. 
"This is 
reflected in our m onthly accident re­ 
ports which show a general decrease 
in total num ber of accidents but an 
increase in fatalities. The bureau is 
convinced th a t large num bers of 
operators fail to inform the bureau 
of accidents. 
Violates law 
"This failure is due either to ig­ 
norance of the law or fear. R eport­ 
ing an accident to the local police 
does not relieve the operator of his 
obligation to make a report to the 
bureau of motor vehicles. 
In doing 
the first, the operator is merely com ­ 
plying with a local ordinance, 
In 
failing to do the second he violates 
the state law which gave him the 
privilege of operating a m otor ve­ 
hicle. 
We intend to dem and the full 
penalty in all such cases." 
In this connection, L. E. Sm ith, 
chief of the hearing section of the 
bureau, said th at instructions had 
been issued to subordinates through­ 
out the state to deal strictly with 
this type of operator. 
"We have cited a large num ber of 
operators for failure to file accident 
reports with the bureau." Sm ith said 
“The excuse given in m any cases is 
th at the operator thought he had 
complied with the law by reporting 


I to his local police. 
T his us a lame 
excuse. The law with reference to 
j reporting accidents is fully stated on 
the back of every operator’s card."

tee. refused to discuss the matter. 
The report was that the commit­ 
tee had received the detailed Infor­ 
mation about the mayor’s personal 
financial dealings last week and that 
Mr. Walker knew this before he sail­ 
ed for Europe Monday night. 
Other Accounts Under Scrutiny 
The accounts of several other high 
officials also were reported under 
scrutiny, among them those of John 
Theofel, 
Democratic 
leader 
of 
Queens. 
The fact that Mr. Seabury refused 
to deny or confirm the report as far 
as it concerned Mayor Walker was 
prominently displayed In the pub­ 
lished stories. 
It was pointed out 
that Mr Seabury quickly denied an­ 
other report that he had subpoenaed 
the bank accounts of John F. Curry, 
leader of Tammany Hall.

developments 
were the production of several taxi­ 
cab loads of documents bearing on 
injunctions restraining police from 
interference with gambling in politi­ 
cal clubs and the extension of the 
investigation into the police depart­ 
ment to include an examination of 
steps taken to keep a record of 
known gangsters. 
With receipt of the documents 
from Corporation Counsel Arthur J. 
W. Hilly the committee at once 
plunged into a study to determine if 
political pressure had been exerted 
ort the police department.
